THE STATE FAIR. 


IN TROUBLE AGAIN. 
The story comes across the sea that 
Christian teachers and missionaries sent 
out from France have been massacred by 
' hiñese on the nothern borders of Cochin 
China and Atiam. Two centuries ago the 
French began ihc work of colonizing 
\nani, and at no time lias the scheme been 
wholly abandoned, though it has met with 
very many reverses. The trouble appears 
to be, as Dr. Mor ter, the President of the 
Imperial College at Pekin, says, that tlie 
French pin consuls to the skirts of the 
missionaries. They arc after souls, but 
goods and gold also, and this commercial 
handicap on religion excites the contempt 
of the natives. However, the French got 
such a foothold in Cochin China that they 
have practically revolutionized Ihe coun­ 
try, and have laid the foundation stones of 
i French empire in the Orient. 
Latterly 
they have pushed up the Real river, forti­ 
fied by a treaty with the Anamese, giving 
them certain commercial" rights within the 
Tonquinoso territory. 
Out of this ex­ 
ploration by French merchants grew the 
late war in T «nquin, and in which China 
became involved. Over the King of Auam 
China has demanded right of suzerainty, 
but this the French declared should no 
longer be made, and they succeeded in ef­ 
fecting their purpose by disposing of 
Anamese Kings who would not stand by 
this declaration, and putting in tlieir places 
subservient rulers. At the close of the war, 
two rears ago, China confessed her lordlv 
right crashed, and recognized the pro­ 
tectorate of France over Tonquin. If now 
it is true that a new assault has been made 
upon French missionaries on the uplands 
«>f the kingdom, we may rest assured that 
it is due to the secret backing the outlaws, 
Black ¡'lags and rebels have received from 
the Pekin Government. 


A C aj.ífouxiak claims to have per­ 
fected an invention by which the tidal 
power of the ocean can lie utilized for run­ 
ning machinery. Let us hope that he has 
succeeded, for it means a great deal.

C onstructing a T ow er of D ry G oods—A 
M arvel of Skill and lfeaufy. 
Under the architectural designing and 
supervision of Wiu. H. Hamilton, the well- 
known architect, of Sacramento, and the 
executive ami decorative ability of S. II. 
Suits, of Philadelphia, who ranks very 
high as a window-dresser and decorator, 
and who came toCalifornia for the express 
purpose, there has been erected in the Art 
Gallery a structure patterned after the 
chief tower of the Castle ot Heidleberg of 
the twelfth century, it is the one and 
chief 
STBIKISO FEATURE 
Of the Pavilion. No eye can escape it, no 
taste ignore it. Its imposing outlines, its 
perfect exactitude of architectural excel­ 
lence command at once both attention and 
respect. It stands 45 feet in liight above 
the gallery floor, overlooking the whole 
exhibition, anil from its loftiest terrace is 
gained a view of every «¡uarter and nook of 
the fair; the view of the Art Gallery and 
central section of the Pavilion being notably 
fine—indeed inspiring. 
It consists of a 
main tower, central building and portals, 
flanked by four courts walled in massively. 
The entire exterior is covered with gray 
"ladies’ clotli"’ in semblance of granite (and 
perfect, too), tbe mortar pointing being of 
white braid. And in all this structure, in 
its entire area of 26 by 36 feet, and all its 
bight, the outer cloth covering is held by 
pins, and on the interior, too, with the 
addition of tacks. 
? 
YOU ENTER BENEATH AN ANTIQUE ARl’H 
First, the vestibule, then the “ keep ” or 
corriilor, and last the ante or Star Cham­ 
ber; thence up spiral stairs of the tower to 
the ducal chamber opening upon a baltle- 
mented balcony over the " keep;’’ thence to 
the third floor, to the boudoir, and out of it 
upon the lofty ramparts in dizzy bight; 
thence up another winding flight to the 
study, with its terrace battlement, while 
still above rises the round tower, sixty-live 
feet from the main floor of the Pavilion. 
To describo each of these rooms in detail 
would exceed reasonable space. It must 
suffice to say that the floors are in ohl oak, 
the interior walls in cretonc, in varying 
tints for each floor, the ceilings correspond­ 
ing, and worked in between the bare rafters 
in medallion's and rosettes and doilies. The 
floors are solid, and carpeted with rugs, 
and over each arched entrance and opening 
are portieres of heavy drapery. The lights 
arc all through windows of stained glass in 
exquisite abandon of design, and over­ 
hanging these, in colors to match the tint 
of each room, arc lace curtains and lambre­ 
quins. 
ONE OF THE CHIEF FEATURES 
Ot the interior is the fireplace in tiie Star 
Chamber, in design in keeping with the 
whole structure—broad, deep, massive. It 
sets back in an arcade, and the arcading, 
the arches, the mantel, the fireplace in all 
its parts indeed, are constructed of napkins 
in various designs, puffed, rolled and 
folded, ami of «litFering hues anil grades. 
On the chimney-trec hang armor anil arms, 
sword and battle-ax. with age and duty- 
gritued, flunked with sconces of ancient 
pattern, and waxen candles, and here and 
there on the walls plaques of bronze and 
beaten metal. In this chamber, too, stands 
the old-time cupboard, weighted with all 
the vessels that gave in the olden time to 
hospitality the zest of good cheer, and to 
the household board Us requisUcs of furni­ 
ture. 
in th e r.ornoiR 
Is found every fitting for my lady’s cham­ 
ber, antique, rich, chaste. Here the pre­ 
vailing color of the walls changes from 
crimson to pale blue, while the staining of 
the glass keeps it in countenance. Water 
colors and lighter decorations adorn the 
walls, and the heavy hangings adapt them­ 
selves lo the character of the room. Still 
above, . 
in the library, 
Blue on cream background laid prevails, 
and here too all fittings and furnishings 
will be found in harmony with the an­ 
tique atmosphere that pervades the whole 
structure.

Across the Continent. 
S. i'i. Spier, champion Ion}: distance 
bicyci.rt of the world, arrived in this city 
about 7 o'clock last evening and put up at 
the Golden Kagle Hotel, lie has just 
crossed the continent on a bicycle, his pur­ 
pose being to heat the record—105 days 
from New York, made in 1NS4 by Thomas 
Stevens. 
Mr. Spier is a young gentleman 
of pleasing address, somewhat above the 
medium bight and of athletic build, and 
is well-bronzed from exposure to the sun 
and wind. He left New Y'ork city at 1 
o'clock p. m. on the 1st of June, and 
is due in San Francisco on to-morrow 
evening, but expects to reach there by ,'i 
o’clock in the afternoon. He has traveled 
some 460 miles farther than Stevens did on 
his trip two years ago, having left the 
main road and taken a rundown (or rather 
up) to Le&dville. Colorado. From the lat­ 
ter place he crossed the country-by the 
trail to Salt I.ake City. He has been 
ninety-;.ine days on the road. He carries 
a book in which each Postmaster 
along the route has 
recorded his 
name, and aiso afHxed the official 
stamp 
of 
his 
office. 
It 
has 
been Air. Spier’s rule to report every night 
to the Pope Manufacturing Company, of 
Boston, the distance traveled during the 
day and his headquarters at the time. He 
lias made his trip on an “ Expert Colum­ 
bia ’ machine, presented to him by Colonel 
Pope, and manufactured for tlie'oecasiou. 
The bicycle, aithougli as stanch as the day 
it was made, shows that it ha3 undergone 
severe usage, the rubber tires being worn 
dawn a.most to a ribbon. When his jour­ 
ney shall be completed, Mr. Spier will 
have accomplished the fastest long dis­ 
tance journey on record i/i the world. 
He left Iteno on Sunday morning and 
made the run to Trttckee bv noon. On Sun­ 
day night be encountered a train of cars in 
tunnel No. 1 2, and fora moment thought 
his journey had come to a prenjature and 
inglorious, not to say unfortunate, termina­ 
tion. The night was dark, and worse than 
Egyptian blackness was the interior of 
the tunnel. The bicyclist says he jumped 
off his machine, pushed it up against the 
side of the tunnel, got as close as he couli 
himself, shut his eyes, muttered a prayer, 
and then awaited consequence. The giant 
locomotive thundered by, almost touching 
his person, and then he was safe. He made 
the rundown from Colfax yesterday, a dis­ 
tance of 55miles. He enjoyed good health 
throughout his trip, but his appearance 
shows that it was a tedious and toilsome 
journey.

Mr. iipier leaves here this morning at 7 
o'clock for San Francisco, following flie 
railroad by way of Benicia. 
During his 
trip he made the following fast records : 
Sixty miles in four hours, lid miles in 
twelve hours, and accomplished 11,000 miles 
in a space of thirty-eight days, running 
time.

BRIEF NOTES. 


Singular and Fatal Accident at the R ail­ 
road Ferry, Benicia. 
About 2 o’clock yesterday morning a 
locomotive with an emigrant car attached 
for use as a caboose was crossing from Port 
Costa to Benicia on the steamer Solano, 
being en route to Sacramento to take out a 
stock train. Freight train No. 5 was aiso 
on the steamer, bound up. The engines 
stood side by side, about twenty-five feet 
from the bow. The steamer was just en­ 
tering the Benicia slip, when, probably in 
consequence of her striking the piles 
and creating a jar, the special loco­ 
motive began rolling forward. 
En­ 
gineer Hyde, who was sitting on his 
seat in the cab, observed the motion 
and immediately reversed the engine and 
applied steam, but without the desired ef­ 
fect, the locomotive continuing to move 
toward the bow. gaining speed constantly, 
owing to the incline from the center of the 
boat to either end. The chains and block­ 
ing were in place as usual, to prevent cars 
from running off, but the locomotive 
jumped over 
the blocking, broke the 
chains and dove into the water, followed by 
the immigrant car. The engineer sprang 
from the cab when lie saw that the catas­ 
trophe could not be averted, but the fire­ 
man, named Garvey, who had also been in 
liis place in the cab, and is thought to 
have been sleeping, went down with the 
engine, and 
was 
not 
seen after­ 
wards. 
His 
two brothers ara 
also 
firemen 
in 
the 
employ of 
the 
railroad company, and by a singular coin­ 
cidence one of them was doing duty on the 
engine of train No. 5, which was occupy­ 
ing the adjoining track at the time of the 
accident. When the locomotive was seen 
in motion, the mate of the steamer, think­ 
ing the brake of the emigrant car could 
not be set, jumped upon the car to attend 
to it, but found it properly adjusted. Under 
the existing circumstances, no one would 
have believed that an engine and car could 
leave the boat as these did. The steamer 
passed over them and made her landing. 
The body of the emigrant car floated 
after the accident, and was secured and 
moved to a convenient place for being 
lifted out of the water by the w recking car. 
Yesterday trains were moved by way of 
Stockton*or by Vallejo. It is believed that 
they will be able to cross at Benicia to-day, 
however.

Local officer Gomez endeavored to 
arrest him, to inquire into the matter, when 
he broke and ran. The officer pursued him 
through streets and alleys, and, presently 
being reinforced by Deputy Constable 
Martin, who was fresh, the fugitive was 
captured and conveyed to the station-house, 
where a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons was entered against him. 
The Chinamen who recently purchased 
the fish in China slough are en­ 
gaged in gathering their property. Two of 
them, fishing in a boat by means of a cast 
net, attracted some attention yesterday. 
Some one, watching them, started a dis­ 
cussion by claiming that nets of this kind 
were referred to in the New Testament, 
and there resulted a rather amusing search 
in their memories for Biblical points and 
authorities among those who did the dis­ 
cussing. Almost any of them were better 
posted upon trotting, running, sprinting or 
baseball records, though some had been 
known to tell pretty good lish stories.

1015 E street, was entered by a thief 
through a window Monday night and 
ransacked, but it does not appear that any­ 
thing was stolen. The burglar took a pair 
of pants from a bedroom into the hall to 
examine them at his leisure, hut they did 
not contain anything valuable. 
It is 
thought that the rascal was alarmed by 
some noise and took his departure before 
he had made up his mind whether ihcre 
was anything at hand that he wanted. The 
unwelcome visit may serve as a hint to 
citizens to look after their premises care­ 
fully just now, while there are so many 
bad characters in town. 


SOCIAL AI*D PERSONAL. 


The Hokey-Pokey M atter, 
Yesterday morning the case of H. A. 
Hornlein, who was held to answer in the 
Police Court Monday for gaming, in con­ 
ducting a gante known as “ hokey-pokey," 
cante up for hearing on habeas corpus be­ 
fore Judge Van Fleet, W. A. Anderson ap­ 
pearing for the petitioner and City Attor­ 
ney Hart for the people. The testimony 
taken in the Police Court was read by Court 
Reporter Doan, and the matter was then 
argued. Judge Van Fleet decided that the 
proceedings of the Court below were regu­ 
lar ; a question of fact was acted upon bv 
the committing magistrate, and it remained 
for a jury to decide upon it when the case 
was tried. Section 33Ü of the Penal Code 
prohibited ali percentage games, and the 
magistrate, ¡exercising his jurisdiction, 
found, from the facts presented, that the 
game of ‘‘hokev-pokev" was inhibited as 
a percentage game, and it was not Judge 
Van Fleet's province to set that order aside. 
The writ was dismissed and the prisoner 
remanded. The eases of Marsh, Womble 
and Logan, arrested at the same time as 
Hornlein. but for simple misdemeanor, in 
playing the game, will be tried by jury in 
the'Police Court next Friday.

The Dredger. 
Very extensive changes are being made 
to the machinery of Colonel Von Schmidt's 
dredger, now lying in the old bed of the 
American river. It was found on trial that 
the machinery i;i use could not advan­ 
tageously perform ti e work of forcing the 
material for tilling China slough from the 
dredger to the slough against the elevation 
of about 22 feet that was met, and the im­ 
provements consist in altering the engine 
so as to make it a compound ; changing the 
pumping apparatus so as to increase the 
speed, and increasing the size of the bar 
working the ‘'cutter" from four inches to 
six. The work will still occupy thiee or 
four weeks, by which time there will prob­ 
ably he a rise iu the river, which will make 
the duty of the pump lighter. The dredger 
can be operated during the rainy season as 
well as during the dry,and the loss of time 
at present will not amount to much in the 
end.

IIEREA3, THE LEGISLATURE OF TOE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the iifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-üve, tsvo- 
tbirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, oí the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroad^;, not exempt under the laws of the 
United ctfttes, shall be taxed in proportion to its 


1m 


value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, i& hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises aud all 
other matters and things, real, personal nnd 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, aud such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
pTOviltd farther, that railroads si.all bo taxed ss 
provided in Section Ten ol this article; and, 
provided jurUur, that the Legislature may pro 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled iu 
this Ft ate, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ol an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona tide residents 
this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 
Sec. S. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make aud deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty. real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
uy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, .it twelve o’clock meridian on the 
tirst Monday iu M&ieh. 
Sec. 10. All property, except i all road prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district iii which it is situated, in the 
: by law. • ■ 
and person owuing or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the tirst day of July of each year, pay iu 
the State 'treasurer an annual tax of t>\o and 
a half percent upon the gross earning, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the voar 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tux shall \ e in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, «talions and their 
appurtenances, ami upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of suen railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gage l deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon Ftich prop­ 
erty. Ail other property belonging to such Cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxe»l 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by tne State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; promdol, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulation!:. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated portly within this 
State ami partly without this Mate, the grmsan­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking; 
Pirtt- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—The gro*»s earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
£tate aud partly witnout this Mate, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sia’cs or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to^he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnintrs thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
snail be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment aud taxation. For every' purpose of this 
section, except for thepuriKjse of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
b7 corporations or persons owning or ope rating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and two thir Jh thereof shall be paid to 
the county or countios in which said railroad is 
Fituated, iu proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operate»! in the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, associa'ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty <lays thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The t^xe* 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, tbe same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Aud i.ll railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as otber prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sf.c. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injtrnc 
tion or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that the 
rame property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to the Tax Collector. orUitt 
Coiirt, of a sum equal to the amount of oije of 
the taxes laid upon th« property in quo»uQ3i 


provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the 1 ax Collector to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in which sueh actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party. In advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and Mien taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate. untU 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 
8CHEDULB. 
Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or auy penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such a«s(*ssment, tax, inte'vst or 
penalty; and all law»* in force at the atlop- ion of 
this amendment. n»*t inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full fofrce and effect until altered 
or repealed by tbe Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes again? l railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty live, is not affected by this amendment. 


Therkfork, pursuant to tbe provisions 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled ‘‘An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Electors lor their Approval, approved 
March 7th, A. I). 1S83,” the said amendment ii 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of tbeP, ate on 
Tuesday, November 2,1886. 


The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One," and the ballots used at such 
election must contain the words, " FOR THE 
AMENDMENT Number One," and the words, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 
Aud I do hereby offer a reward of one hnndred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every person violating any ol the provisions of 
Title IV., Bart 1, o! the Penal Code; such reward* 
to be paid until the total amount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum of ten 
thousand dol'ars.
